Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said today he would resign unless the 
controversy over his role in national 
security wire tapping was cleared up. 
His voice breaking with emotion, 
Kissinger said the controversy

“ I do not believe it is possible to 
conduct the foreign policy of the United 
States under these circumstances,” he 
told a news conference. ‘‘If it is not 
cleared up I will resign.” 
Kissinger, his eyes glistening with 
tears, claimed that leaks to the news 
media 
defamed 
his 
honor 
and 
reputation. 
“ It is not possible to conduct national 
policy under this sort of attack,” he 
said in delivering his threat to quit.

Ziegler raised the possibility that 
Nixon will hold a summit meeting with 
Western European leaders before he 
gets to Moscow. 
A final determination probably will 
depend on whether a new declaration of 
principles for the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization is initialed by NATO 
foreign ministers in Canada later this 
month.

Several major pieces of legislation 
remain stym ied—including no-fault 
auto insurance, an omnibus bill 
creating 87 new judgeships, a proposal 
to create a state housing finance 
agency, landlord-tenant relations, and 
a bill to increase taxing powers of 
county and regional transit authorities, 
among others.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The House 
Ju d iciary Committee, driving to 
complete its impeachment inquiry by 
July 15, is resisting Republican mem­ 
bers’ demands that it decide now 
whether to call key Watergate wit­ 
nesses. 
It also is refusing to get into an 
argument with President Nixon over its 
right to subpoena White House tapes, 
ignoring his latest rebuff and making 
plans to issue a new subpoena. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N .J., said after a meeting of committee 
Democrats on Monday that it was 
“ important 
and urgent” 
that the 
committee meet its July 15 deadline for 
recommending to the House whether 
Nixon should be impeached. 
If necessary, the House leadership 
wants an impeachment vote by the full 
House in late July or early August. 
The Democratic caucus followed a 
similar meeting of the Republican 


members, who agreed unanimously to 
send Rodino a letter demanding the 
question about witnesses be settled this 
week. 
Rodino has 
insisted 
that 
the 
presentation of all documentary 
evidence gathered in the inquiry be 
completed first. 
The presentation, which continues in 
closed session today, is due to end June 
19 or 20. 


As for witnesses, Rodino has in­ 
dicated the number the committee is 
likely to call will be limited.

Judge separates 
Ehrlichman case 


WASHINGTON (A P )- Drought and 
disease have reduced the nation’s 
expected harvest of winter wheat, a 
crop which normally provides three- 
fourths of the nation’s consumer bread 
grain. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Monday that winter wheat prospects 
declined 5 per cent last month. As of 
June I, 
production 
for 
1974 was 
estimated at 1.53 billion bushels, the 
Crop Reporting Board said. 
Although it would still be a record 
crop, the new estimate was down 81 
million bushels from the government’s 
forecast one month earlier. It means 
less wheat will be on tap for U.S. 
consumers and foreign customers than 
thought previously. 
Officials said most of the decline 
during the month occurred in the 


southern Great Plains. Kansas, which 
normally produces the largest harvest, 
was estimated at 384.2 million bushels.

WASHINGTON (A P) — A federal 
judge today severed the conspiracy 
trial of John D. Ehrlichman from that 
of three other defendants in the EUs- 
berg break-in case.

Pentagon jargon guidebook 
explains the KISS principle 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The K ISS 
principle, according to a new Army 
staff officer’s guidebook, means “ keep 
it simple, stupid.” 
This bit of advice is among hundreds 
of terms in a glossary intended to help 
an officer freshly assigned to the 
Pentagon understand some of the jar­ 
gon he’ll hear around the building. 
The glossary is included in a 125-page 
paperback guidebook stocked with 
information on staff procedures, 
sample forms, telephone numbers, and 
personal services available during a 
duty tour in the “ puzzle palace” (i.e., 
the Pentagon). 
When a new staff officer is told he is 
to attend a “ dog and pony show,” he 
need only flip to page 81 and find that is 
“ a briefing which uses a number of 
viewgraph slides, flip charts, or other 
training aids.” 
If someone tells him his staff paper is 
“ flaky,” he will know it “ contains 
conclusions and recommendations that 
will not hold up under hard analysis.” 
His boss may criticize his paper’s 
“ fog index” as too high, in which case 
he will look for ways to make its 
wording less obscure and more 
readable.” 


Once he gets his boss’ okay, he will 
have to scurry around and try to per­ 
suade all the interested agencies to 
“ read off the same sheet of music” (get 
them coordinated into a common 
position). 
In the course of this bureaucratic 
exercise, he may find that the final 
wording of his staff paper amounts to a 
“ waffle” (the “ intentional or unin­ 
tentional use of phraseology which 
skirts the issue” ). 
Above all, he will try to avoid a 
“ glitch” (error) or to minimize 
“ heartburn” (serious disagreement). 
He may find himself greeted by 
fellow officers affectionately as a 
“ cannon cocker” (if he is an artillery 
man) 
or 
referred to 
somewhat 
disdainfully as a “ muddy boots” (if he 
came from the infantry). 
If he is ambitious to become a 
general some day, he’ll want to be 
known as a “ water walker” (or, as the 
guidebook puts it, “ an officer with a 
singularly 
outstanding 
m ilitary 
record ; usually an officer who has been 
selected 
for 
one or 
more 
early 
promotions” ). 


per cent from the May estimate. 
The board said “ lack of moisture and 
disease” contributed to the decline of 
the crop in Kansas and elsewhere. 
Despite the drought since May, the 
new winter wheat estimate still could 
be a record, up 21 per cent from 1973 
output as farmers—responding to high­ 
er prices—stepped up planting sharply. 
The crop, however, is sorely needed to 
replenish dwindling U.S. stockpiles, 
which are the smallest in 27 years. 
But Kansas wheat authorities say the 
state crop estimate by the USDA is still 
too high and that it is more likely to 
total around 300 million bushels, some 
84 million fewer than USDA predicted 
Monday. 
Colorado and Oklahoma also shared 
greatly in winter wheat declines last 
month. Altogether the three states 
accounted for about three-fourths of the 
81 million-bushel decline from May I to 
June I. 
Meanwhile, according to USDA, the 
reserve of old-crop wheat on July I will 
dip to 170 million bushels, the lowest 
level since 1947. Huge export demands 
have accounted for the shrinkage. Out 
of a then-record crop last year of 1.7 
billion bushels, the most recent USDA 
figures show some 1.2 billion were 
expected. 
Thus, observing the decline in U.S. 
wheat reserves, the shrinkage of 81 
mtflion bushels in winter wheat 
prospects 
from 
last 
month 
is 
significant. But perhaps more im­ 
portant will be the forecast in July 
which will show how much USDA ex­ 
pects 1974 production of spring-planted 
wheat to be. 
Officials have projected, strictly on 
probability, that the spring wheat crop 
will yield 560 million bushels. But 
Monday’s report indicated farmers on 
June I were far behind in spring 
planting, raising questions that spring 
wheat output will reach the projected 
mark. 
If it does, total wheat production this 
year still could be more than 2 billion 
bushels and supply more than enough 
for domestic use and expected exports 
in the year beginning July I.

The current price and supply of 
copper allows the mint to continue 
production and distribution of the 
copper-bearing cent. . . During

Fielding, by sending White House 
agents into Fielding’s office. 
Ehrlichman is also charged with 
three counts of lying to a grand jury 
and one of lying to the FB I. 
There was no indication when 
Ehrlichman will go to trial. 
Also pending before Gesell was a 
motion to find in contempt “ those 
persons in possession or control of the 
documents called for in the subpoena,” 
filed by Ehrlichman’s lawyer. 
If granted, that motion could lead to 
another hearing ordering the President 
and others to show cause why they 
should not be held in contempt. 
When White House lawyer James D. 
St. Clair told Gesell last week that the 
President would retain final say over 
what White House material could be 
used for trial, Gesell said angrily: 
“ It seems to me that it is dismissal

Nixon s hair easy to cut, 
but Kissinger's a problem 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Nixon’s hair is easy to cut, but Henry A. 
Kissinger’s? 
It’s a problem because it’s so curly, 
their barber confided. “ First I have to 
shampoo it, then cut it with scissors. 
Then I use a razor to blend the hair, and 
the hot air blower to dry and style it. 
“ That gives it a curly but smooth 
look. There, look how smooth it looks in 
the photograph.” 
Milton Pitts, who has been clipping 
the presidential hair for four and a half 
years, pointed to a photograph of Nixon 
with his secretary of state. “ I gave 
them both haircuts yesterday.” 
Nixon’s haircuts—once a week, 
"never any longer than IO days” —take 
about 20 minutes. During that time the 
President is quite congenial, Pitts says, 
and “ talks to me quite a bit, but usually 
in generalities and never about poli­ 
tics.” 
From his vantage point, Pitts sees no 
physical change 
in 
the 
President 


despite the rigors of his office and the 
troubles of his administration. 
“ I ’ve never seen a person under the 
pressure he’s under so relaxed,” he 
said. 
“ I 
see 
no 
change 
in 
the 
President.” 
Pitts spends each Tuesday 
and 
Thursday manning 
the one 
chair 
barbershop in the White House West 
Wing, trimming, clipping and styling 
the hair of the President, Cabinet 
members and top White House aides. 
Pitts, 
a 
58-year-old native of 
Greenville, S.C., also runs a barber 
shop in the Sheraton-Carlton Hotel a 
few blocks from the White House. He 
charges $4 for a straight haircut and 
$8.50 for the kind of hair styling he does 
on Nixon and Kissinger. 
He is on call at all other times if the 
President suddenly decides to get a 
haircut, Pitts said. 
“ When I read about some of the 
people that are in trouble, I ’m quite 
surprised,” Pitts said. “ They were all 
such nice people.” 


Claim Russia ahead 
in atom technology

WASHINGTON — Soviet research 
and not spying has boosted Russia 
ahead of the United States in the 
nuclear arm s race, the man commonly 
regarded as the father of the hydrogen 
bomb has told a Senate Committee. 
D r. 
Edw ard 
T eller 
used 
this 
testimony Monday to argue for an end 
to most secrecy surrounding nuclear 
technology. He said secrecy impedes 
the work of American scientists and 
fails to halt Russian nuclear progress. 
The Soviets, Teller told the Senate 
Government Operations 
Committee, 
‘‘are moving ahead at a rapid rate 
while we are practically standing still. 
There is no doubt, Russia is No. I,” he 
said. 
Teller said he believes word of any 
m ajor scientific breakthrough in the 
United States will reach the Soviet 
Union in a year or less 
“ The number of people to whom the 
main lines of relevant information 
about nuclear weapons is available is 
probably 
between 
100,000 and one 
million,” Teller said. 
“ Under these conditions one must 
accept the conclusion that nuclear 
secrets, as a general rule, are secrets 
in name only,” he said. 
T eller 
proposed 
that 
Congress 


legislate declassification of most basic 
scientific information immediately and 
create a two-year classification for 
some details. 
Little information deserves to be held 
longer or more securely, Teller said. 
“ I believe that only essential details, 
blueprints and descriptions on how to 
make nuclear weapons effective can 
continue to be safeguarded on the rela­ 
tively 
inform al 
b a sis 
of 
U .S. 
proprietary information,” he said. 
While novel ideas and plans for such 
weapons can be classified for the two- 
year period, he said, “ the general ideas 
concerning nuclear weapons should be 
made available to the public.” 
Teller said he has concluded reluc­ 
tantly that scientific intelligence in­ 
form ation on Soviet achievem ents 
should be withheld from publication 
even though its release would inform 
the public as to “ the great strength of 
R ussia’s military information.” 
Publication, he said, likely would 
cause the sources of the information to 
be discovered and shut off. Secrecy, 
Teller said, gives a false feeling of 
safety and permits people to avoid the 
hard decisions that they would have to 
face if all the facts were out in the open.

New York City reportedly is close to 
approving a contract with Control 
System s, Inc., of Cincinnati for annual 
disposal of 624,000 tons of compacted 
Disaster aid 
law faces 
opening test 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For the first 
time, people who lost a car or a roof in a 
natural disaster may apply to the 
federal government for a grant of mon­ 
ey they won’t have to repay. 
The weekend tornadoes and floods in 
the Midwest will provide a test of the 
Federal D isaster Relief Act of 1974, 
which went into effect last month. 
Under it, a traveling salesmen could 
ask for up to $5,000 to replace his car 
and get him back on the road, or a 
family might seek a $2,500 minigrant to 
patch its roofs. 
The $2,500 grants are available to 
individuals who need funds quickly for 
home repairs. 
Some minigrants would be available 
within two weeks after an application is 
submitted, but three to four weeks 
would be needed in most cases, a 
spokesman said. 
The grants generally are available 
only after a storm victim has applied 
for a loan, but can be awarded in ad­ 
dition to the loan, she added. 
Criteria for receiving the grants 
include a victim ’s financial status and 
the extent of dam age. 
This new program is one of a number 
of assistance program s available to 
individuals ranging up to $50,000 in 
Small Business Administration loans 
for m ajor construction, she said. 
“ One-stop” centers are being set up 
throughout 
M innesota, 
M issouri, 
Illinois, Oklahoma and portions of 
K ansas area that President Nixon 
declared disaster areas on Monday. 
The new act is being applied retro­ 
actively to all but Oklahoma. 
These centers will permit the storm 
victim to apply for assistance without 
visiting various agencies throughout a 
city. 
One program could be used to pay a 
fam ily’s rent for up to one year if it 
cannot find su itab le replacem ent 
housing. 
Under the Fam ily and Individual 
Grant Program , up to $5,000 can be 
provided for medical needs and other 
requirements brought on by the dis­ 
aster. Individual states must join this 
program , paying 25 per cent of the cost. 
Grants are available under certain 
conditions Jo help farm ers, and cities 
can seek federal funds to repair or 
replace roads and other municipal 
facilities. 
Osteopaths 
on increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AP) 
— The 
president of the American Osteopathic 
A ssociation say s the m ajority of 
general practicioners in this country 20 
years from now will be doctors of 
osteopathy (DOS) rather than MDs if 
planned DO medical schools open. 
Dr. John C. Taylor of Kansas City, 
Mo., told delegates to the association’s 
annual meeting here Monday that such 
schools will start in the next few years 
in Florida, Ohio, New York and New 
England. 
There are now seven DO schools in 
the nation and new ones will open this 
fall in West Virginia and Oklahoma, he 
said. 
While DOS represent only 5 per cent 
of the physician population 
today, 
Taylor said, they are general prac­ 
titioners to an estim ated 25 million 
Americans. 
“ The reason DOs provide this 
disproportionate amount of general 
practice care is that 75 per cent of our 
profession is in general practice,” he 
said. 
“ For the first time in our 100-year 
history, we can state unequivocally 
that our profession is on full parity with 
allopathic (MD) medicine in every one 
of the 50 state s,” Taylor declared.

He said 
an amended plan providing for disposal 
of compacted waste at the site was 
approved by the EPA “ about a year 
and a half ago.” 
Day said the compaction system 
reduces 2,700 pounds of household 
w astes into an odorless block three feet 
by three feet by four feet, and hard 
enough to be transported and used as 
landfill. 
“ It’s awfully hard for people to talk 
about things they don’t know about, but 
when you look at the ravaged strip 
m ine 
a re a s 
of 
Ohio 
that 
need 
reclam ation, there should be no reason 
for concern,” Scott said. 
“ It’s land reclamation, that’s what it 
is, and you’ll be able to harvest this 
ground,” he said. 
The Environmental Action Coalition, 
Inc., of New York last week criticized 
the rail hauling of New York garbage to 
Ohio because it felt burying the wastes 
is a poor example of resource recovery. 
K aren Dumont, director of the 
coalition, said that while strip mines 
are a blight on the landscape, “ using 
them as garbage disposal sites is not a 
feasible solution. 
“ Landfill areas are notorious for the 
pollution of nearby waterways and 
water tables, as well as the creation of 
methane gas which renders the land 
unuseable until the gas is thoroughly 
dispersed,” she said. 
Day said the Ohio EPA also would 
prefer a better resource recovery plan 
than simply burying garbage.

Rumor quits; 
Italy plunged 
into crisis 


ROME (AP) — The resignation of 
Prem ier Mariano Rumor plunged Italy 
into a political vacuum today, com­ 
pounding the nation’s worst economic 
crisis since World War II. 
Rumor quit Monday night after the 
Socialist party, the No. 2 faction in his 
coalition government, and the trade 
unions refused to go along with his 
proposals for an austerity program of 
tight credit and higher taxes to stave 
off national bankruptcy. It was the sec­ 
ond center-left coalition headed by 
Rumor to collapse in ll months. 
Italy’s 36th government since World 
War II lasted only three months. 
President Giovanni 
Leone 
asked 
Rumor and his cabinet to continue in 
office as a caretaker regime until a new 
government is formed. The president 
was expected to start consultations 
with political leaders today in search of 
a new premier. 
The governm ent fell at Ita ly ’s 
darkest hour in its 28 years as a 
republic. Inflation is soaring at the rate 
of 20 per cent a year. The government’s 
foreign credit is exhausted. The lira 
has dropped 18 per cent in a year. The 
foreign trade deficit is more than a 
billion dollars a month. Crime is up, 
and political terrorism is plaguing the 
country. 
‘Italy is deeply sick.” said Transport 
Minister Luigi Preti, a Democratic 
Socialist. “ It is clear that this is the 
most serious of the government crises 
since the w ar.” 
With no party having a m ajority in 
Parliam ent and no m ajority possible 
without the particip ation of the 
Christian Democrats, the largest and 
dominant party, Leone has few options. 
He could ask Rumor or another 
Christian Democrat to try to form 
another coalition with the Socialists. Or 
he could call for new elections, a 
prospect that doesn’t appeal to the 
Christian Dem ocrats because of the 
beating they took in last month’s 
referendum on divorce.

He emerges as a veritable saint, yet 
little question is made of his claim 
heavy U.S. military pressure severed 
his lines of communication and left him 
a demoralized army he could barely 
control. 
There was no evidence he knew of or 
ordered any atrocity, but the military 
tribunal that convicted him held he 
“failed to provide effective control of 
his troops as required by the cir­ 
cumstances.” 
The U.S. Supreme Court upheld the 
conviction, though not, as Kramer 
notes, without a strong dissent by 
Associate Justice Frank Murphy, who 
warned of “dangerous implications” in 
the decision. 
Indeed, Murphy added, “the fate of 
some future president of the United 
States and his chiefs of staff and 
military advisers may well have been 
sealed by this decision.”

Is there a presidential strategy? 


Another View 


We often fall into the Platonic fallacy 
of assuming that because there is a 
question, there must be an answer. 
When I was last in Washington, for 
example, a big discussion was un* 
derway as to who would succeed 
Senator J .W. Fulbright as chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. The smart money said that 
Senator William Proxmire (D., Wis.) 
would abandon his chairmanship of the 
Banking Committee and take over 
Foreign Relations. The thought of this 
has bankers all over the United States 
blanching, since Sparkman will be 
succeeded as chairman of Banking by 
Senator John Sparkman (D., Ala.) 
who has announced loud and clear over 
the years that sooner will a camel pass 
through the eye of a needle than a 
banker into the realm of righteousness. 
Indeed, the bankers rushed to help 
Sparkman in his last Alabama cam­ 
paign. and did their best to help 
Fulbright 
beat 
Dale 
Bumpers, 
Frankly, in my judgment, the bankers 
and Biil Proxmire deserve each other 
— it’s going to be real fun if they come 
eveball to eyeball. That is, if Sparkman 
does plan to change committees. In my 
capacity as investigative reporter I 
decided to attempt to fathom Spark­ 
m an’s intentions. The answer I 
received from three close asociates of 
the Senator was that they couldn’t tell 
me. Not from secrecy, but because as 
far as they could determine Sparkman 
himself didn’t know what his plans 
were. 
But determining a course of action at 
Foreign Relations is beginner’s play 
compared to what goes on at the White 
House. Let us explore the fascinating 
question: Does President Nixon have a 
strategy for coping with Watergate? 
The more I watch the action, the more I 
am convinced that every morning the 
President wakes up and simply reacts 
to whatever has been served into his 
court. On divulging tapes, for example, 
first it was “He never,” then “Maybe 
some,” then back to “No more.” A 
strategic response would have been 
either to I) turn them all ova" right off 
the bat with a qualifying statement 
that this constituted no precedent; or 
2) burn them all the night before 
Alexander Butterfield testified to the 
Ervin committee and revealed their 
existence. 
Mr. Nixon, the renowned poker 
plaver, has, however, consistently 
been playing middle hands in a high- 
low game. So now the matter is off to 
the 
for fjnaL,^d- 
iudreanon. ana *ohce again the 
President is waffling all over the map. 
Last year, when the matter was initial­ 
ly adjudicated as far as the Court of 
Appeals, the President backed off from 
appeal to the high Court and disgorged 
a number of tapes. At that time, while 
avoiding the Supreme Court, he said he 
would accept a “definitive” holding by 
the Justices on the matter of executive 
privilege. I have been teaching con­ 
stitutional law for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury and never before learned of the 
distinction between a definitive and a 
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non-definitive holding. It’s a simple 
matter of counting heads with the 
majority of a quorum (6) providing the 
answer. 
True, there can be divisions among 
the Justices on why they ruled as they 
did; the death penalty decision was a 
classic of this kind. But when it comes 
down to the straight answer — Yes or 
No — it makes no difference what 
routes the judges took. In other words, 
the Court majority could disagree 
among themselves on why Mr. Nixon 
has. or does not have, executive 
privilege. But, unless the Court takes a 
dive on the ground that this is a 
“political question,” a head count will 
answer the President’s query 
However, recently—after first try­ 
ing to talk the Court out of using a jur­ 
isdictional shortcut to speed things 
up — the President and his spokesmen 
are hedging on whether he would ac­ 
cept an (undefined) “ definitive” 
judgment. This all begins to have an 


Alice in Wonderland quality about it. 
Ntyhat is more interesting is that, even 
with 
Mr. 
Justice 
Rehnquist 
disqualifying himself from hearing any 
Watergate-related cases, four Justices 
were willing to grant certiorari and 
sidestep the Court of Appeals. By 
traditional criteria this would indicate 
the Court is willing to tackle the merits 
(although it should be noted that in the 
De Funis case involving reverse 
segregation, four Justices agreed to 
hear the argument and then a majority 
denied jurisdiction on the ground that 
the issue was moot). 
So the stall didn’t work. But instead 
of asking what the President’s strategy 
next entails, I am just wondering what 
bright idea he will wake up with on the 
day the Justices hand down their 
decision. A man who sent his lawyer, 
who had not heard the tapes, into a 
courtroom to argue 
they were 
irrelevant could come up with almost 
anything.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — It may be 
too late to come this year, but the 
General Assembly in the not-too- 
distant future probably will ask state 
government to take a close look at its 
bureaucratic self. 
A pair of proposals caught the at­ 
tention of more than a few lawmakers 
at the current session which is nearing 
adjournment. One came in late and the 
other failed to inspire enough members 
of the Senate Rules Committee to get it 
past that obstacle. 
Early in the year Sen. Paul R. Matia, 
R-25 Westlake, offered a bill creating 
yet another state commission to 
evaluate the more than 180 boards and 
commissions that help run 
the 
government. 
Matia said the purpose of the en­ 
visioned seven-member commission 
would be to eliminate agencies that 
were unnecessary to improve those 
remaining. Many have been added 
piecemeal over the years and, perhaps, 
no longer are needed, he said. 
The Westlake lawmaker’s bill moved 
promptly through the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee only to become 
stymied in the powerful Rules Com­ 
mittee, with little hope of getting out 
before ’ ad joutnment. 


In the House, Rep. Thomas P. 
Gilmartin, D-51 Youngstown, took 
another approach to the same basic 
problem. But, he didn’t get his bill in 
until almost mid-May. His proposal 
called for the legislature to study and 
approve the rules and regulations 
under which the proliferating boards 
and commissions operate. . 
Gilmartin claims that at least some 
of the boards and commissions adopt 
rules and operate on their own without 
conducting 
hearings 
under 
the 
Administrative Procedures Act. 
“There may not be a lot of them 
doing it, but some are,” he said. 
“That’s what we want to find out.” 
Gilmartin said quite a few of his 
colleagues expressed interest in the 
measure, but indicated it received a 
cool reception from some officials in 
the Gilligan adm inistration— cool 
enough, apparently, to put his proposal 
to rest for this year.

Static isom etric exercises 
dangerous to som e people 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Popular 
isometric exercises may slim many 
people, but they can bring death to 
those with high blood pressure, ac­ 
cording to two Texas doctors. 
The doctors emphasized that they 
were referring specifically to static 
exercise — tensing muscles against 
fixed objects — and not to dynamic 
exercise which includes jogging, swim­ 
ming, bicycling, rowing and rhythmic 
calistenics. 
The doctors, Jere H. Mitchell and 
Norman M. Kaplan of the University of 
Texas Health Science Center at Dallas, 
presented their findings on exercise 
and high blood pressure Friday during 
a 
sym posium sponsored by 
the 
University of Texas and the University 
of Oklahoma. 


Kaplan said high blood 
leads to heart diseases that kill 3,ow 
persons a day in the United States, ana 
the wrong kind of exercise may be 
responsible for a lot of those deaths. 


“The kind of exercises you see ad­ 
vertised are the isometric type ... that 
make you look sexy and muscular. 
They may be good if you are a normal 
person, but can kill you if you have high 
blood pressure,” Kaplan said. 
“ It takes very little actual pressure 
against a fixed object to increase the 
blood pressure,” he said. “A person 
with high blood pressure with very 
little effort can have his pressure in­ 
creased by 50 points and that is a 
dangerous thing.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Citing 
frustration over 
the 
issue of in­ 
tegration, a top school aide resigned 
Monday just hours before the Cin­ 
cinnati Board of Education ordered 
administrative staff reductions by 1975. 
The board informed Supt. Donald 
Waldrip he is to “substantially reduce” 
the ranks of administrative personnel. 
Stanley A. Marsh, an assistant of 
Waldrip’s, announced he was giving up 
his $25,000-a-year job because of 
mounting political pressures. 
“The 
real 
issue 
was 
the 
big 
frustration of not being able to do what 
I was trying to do,” he said. Marsh said 
failure to integrate the school district 
led to his action. 
“I don’t think that integration, or 
desegregation, should be left up to the 
courts,” he said. 


The latest allocations are contingent 
upon the release of state funds from the 
state lottery and federal vocational 
funds, and will hot b 
.ne available 
before next February. 
Meanwhile, a move Monday to put in 
a bid with the General Assembly, 
before it adjourns for the summer, for 
state lottery proceeds for schools was 
tabled by the board. 
The board acted on a motion by board 
President John Meckstroth of Cin­ 
cinnati, who said members could not 
adequately 
request 
a 
particular 
amount of money without first studying 
the funds available. 
Board member Anthony Russo of 
Cleveland had proposed the board ask 
the legislature to give schools $52 
million from lottery proceeds. 
Meckstroth said he objected only to 
the timing of the proposal, which he 
said Russo presented to members just 
prior to Monday’s meeting. 
The tabling had the effect of killing

now, 
since 
the 
legislature is expected to adjourn 
before the board’s next monthly 
meeting. 
The $52 million figure came from a 
proposal in the Ohio House by Rep. 
Frederick Young, R—38 Dayton, who 
suggested it be passed on to school 
districts through an across-the-board 
$22 hike in the per-pupil state subsidy 
for next year. 
The proposal failed to gain approval 
as opponents pointed out that the 
constitutional amendment approved by 
voters last year provided that lottery 
revenues go into the general fund

WASHINGTON 
(A P)—An 
Ohio 
man’s argument that all defendants in 
criminal cases are entitled to free, 
court-appointed lawyers was rejected 
Monday by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Freddie L. Wells, arrested in Berea, 
Ohio, on a charge of disturbing the 
peace, said the Supreme Court’s 
decisions 
guaranteeing 
court- 
appointed 
counsel 
for 
indigents 
discriminated against other citizens, 
particularly the middle class. 
He contended that the government 
and the courts cannot constitutionally 
set the poor apart as eligible for free 
counsel if all citizens are to be pro­ 
tected equally before the law. 
Berea City Law Director H. E. 
Whitaker said appointing counsel for 
all defendants who seek it would render 
state and local government “insolvent 
within a very short time.” 
“Treating all Americans exactly 
alike 
is 
not 
synonymous 
with 
guaranteeing constitutional rights to be 
enjoyed by all in a uniform application 
of each,” Whitaker argued.

'White-collar crime' under fire

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Mention 
“white-collar crime” and you’re apt to 
evoke images of mild-mannered bank 
clerks skimming a few hundred dollars 
or office workers swiping company 
supplies. 
But state and federal officials have 
uncovered in Utah what they say is 
white-collar crime 
running 
into 
millions of dollars, and they’re filing 
charges in an attempt to halt it. 
At a time when 14 individuals and 
three companies were indicted, federal 
officials said the crackdown was just 
beginning. 
“When all criminal cases are finally 
com pleted, the Internal Revenue 
Service expects to have presented 
cases to the Department of Justice and 
the U.S. attomies’ offices for prose­ 
cution in excess of 60 individuals on 
various federal tax violations,” said C. 
Evan Wride, acting district director of 
the IRS in Utah. 
The IRS attack on white-collar crime 
in Utah is being made by a special team 
of investigators operating under the 
title of “Project Shell.” The name is 
derived from so-called shell cor­ 


porations — publicly held, dormant 
companies with no assets or liabilities. 
Of 63,000 corporations listed by the 
secretary of state, roughly half are 
shells, an assistant secretary of state 
says. Promoters buy control of the 
dormant companies, sell their stock 
and make off with the money. 
Wride says one group acquired a 
company whose stock was worthless in 
late 1968, pumped questionable assets 
into it and managed to sell the stock for 
$13 a share. 
W. Jerry Ungricht, assistant Utah 
attorney general, was hired nearly 
three 
years 
ago 
to 
investigate 
securities problems. 
He says the state attorney general’s 
investigation into securities frauds 
“mushroomed to the point where we 
felt we needed federal assistance. ” The 
federal Law Enforcement Planning 
Agency this month approved nearly 
$100,000 for a “Economic Crime Unit” 
to help the state. 
Ungricht admits the state has been 
lax until recent years in policing 
securities transactions. He said the 
Uniform Securities Act, adopted in the 
early 1960s, is mainstay of state prose­ 
cutors. 


“There

no 
prosecution up until now. County at­ 
torneys just weren’t equipped to deal 
with it. It’s very complicated and they 
didn’t have the staffs to turn loose for 
several months of investigation on a 
single case,” he said. 
Agents estimate stolen stocks in the 
area run into the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and phony stocks into the 
millions of dollars. 
Charles D. Brennan, agent-incharge 
of the Salt Lake City FBI office, said 
individuals are losing $5,000 to $50,000 
in stock swindles. 
He said fraudulent stock issued on 
Utah-based companies is turning up all 
over the country and in foreign coun­ 
tries.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ohio is one of 
six states getting less gasoline in June 
than in May, on the basis of average 
daily supplies, the Federal Energy 
Office said Monday.

For Ohio, the daily supply for June 
puts it just above the national average 
of 94.8 per cent of 1972 levels. The 
nationwide gasoline supply for June is 
4.3 per rent higher than for May.

All-star balloting under way 


NEW YORK (AP) — Jimmy Wynn of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers may be 
leading the National League in home 
runs and tied for the lead in runs batted 
in, but in All-Star votes he’s seventh 
among outfielders, according to figures 
released Monday by baseball Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn’s office. 
Wynn, with 16 home runs and 51 RBI, 
has drawn 18,679 votes in the first week 
of fan balloting for the classic—nearly 
64,000 fewer than the present leader, 
Hank Aaron of the Atlanta Braves. 
Aaron, 40, who became the all-time 
home run king early in the season by 
hitting his 715th, got 82,121 votes to lead 
the league. Aaron, a member of every 
All-Star team since 1955, was followed 
by Reggie Smith of the St. Lxmis Car­ 
dinals with 57,756 and the Cardinals’ 
Lou Brock with 45,605. 
The next three players are Cin­ 
cinnati’s Pete Rose, Bobby Bonds of the 
San Francisco Giants, and Pittsburgh’s 
Willie Stargell. After Wynn, Houston’s 
Cesar Cedeno is eighth in the balloting, 
but in 
another surprise, the NL’s 
leading hitter, Atlanta’s Ralph G arr, is 
eighth. 
The Reds have leaders at three other 
positions, according to this week’s 
figures. Reds catcher Johnny Bench, 
with 64,116 votes, leads Ted Simmons 
of St. Louis by nearly 27,000; Joe 
Morgan tops second basemen with 
44,501 ballots—almost 15,000 more than 
Dave Cash of the Philadelphia Phillies;

Imlach was upset because since the

There are 30-point tricks and 
there are 300-point tricks. To 
lose 30 points is of little con­ 
sequence, but to lose 300 points 
is a matter of more serious 
concern. 
This deal occurred in a team 
match. At the first table, South 
got to six spades doubled on the 
sequence shown. 
West led a heart. Declarer 
ruffed and played the ace of 


spades, West showing out Hie 
4-0 trump break appeared to be 
no more than a temporary in­ 
convenience, so South led a 
diamond to dummy, planning to 
take a trump finesse next. But 
East ruffed, returned a chib to 
West and then ruffed another 
diamond to beat the contract 
two tricks—500 points. 
Six spades doubled was the 
contract at the second table 
also. Again West led a heart 
which South ruffed, and again 
declarer played the ace of 
spades, West showing out 
But at this point declarer 
displayed unusual foresight He 
recognized that an immediate 
diamond lead was not urgent 
and, instead, he played a club. 
As a result he saved 300 
points. West won and led 
another heart, which declarer 
ruffed. A diamond lead to 
dummy permitted East to ruff, 
all right but that was the end of 
the hand. South went down 200 
points at this table, instead of 
500 points. 
Not many declarers would 
have led a club at trick three to 
protect against the possibility of 
East’s being void of diamonds. 
But the fact is that South had 
nothing to lose by the play, and 
something to gain if it turned 
out that East had no diamonds. 
After all, 300 points are not to be 
sneezed at.

Drug Dependence 


I am having a terrible 
problem with my wife. We are 
both 74-yearo-old. She is given 
all 
of pills, but the one she 
keeps begging for is a drug 
called Talwin. Could she be 
addicted to this drug? 
Mr. A. V.,N.Y. 


Dear Mr. V.: 
When Talwin was first in­ 
troduced as a pain killer, it was 
quickly recognized as being 
remarkably effective. 
As frequently occurs, it takes 
a considerable amount of trial 
and use to learn all of the side 
effects of a new drug. 
It has been found that this 
excellent drug can cause a 
dependence 
that 
closely 
resembles a form of addiction. 
It is for this very reason that 
Talwin and similar drugs are 
never prescribed for long 
periods of time without the 
complete control and super­ 
vision of the doctor.

Children readily reflect a 
parent’s anxiety on this subject 
This alone could perpetuate the 
problem. 
I believe that whether or not 
your boy eats apples is not 
nearly as important as your 
relaxing about the problem. 


Are there any adverse 
medical effects from pipe 
smoking? I don’t inhale.

Dear Mr. K.: 
The toxic effects of pipe 
tobacco seem to be less than 
cigarettes. 
Even if we were to disregard 
these toxic symptoms, there 
still is an adverse effect on the 
lungs caused by the smoke it­ 
self.Smoke is a pollutant and as 
such must affect the free and 
easy exchange of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide in the lungs. 
Public health officials warn 
that all smoke from tobacco 
can, over a long period of time, 
be hazardous not only to the 
smoker but to those who are 
exposed to it.

Report Colson 
told Nixon 
of payoffs 


NEW YORK (AP) — Time magazine 
says ex-White House aide Charles W. 
Colson told Watergate investigators he 
warned President Nixon about the 
Watergate cover-up two months before 
Nixon says he found out about it. 
Quoting “knowledgeable people close 
to Colson,” the magazine said in its 
latest issue that Colson has told the 
investigators he talked of the cover-up 
with the President in January and 
February of 1973. 
Nixon has said he learned on March 
21, 1973, of attempts to cover up the 
break-in from former White House 
counsel John W. Dean III. 
Colson pleaded guilty last week to 
obstruction of justice in connection 
with the burglary of the Los Angeles 
office of Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
According to Time, in January 
Colson “told the President: ‘Something 
is going on here that is very wrong. 
There’s got to be an investigation.’ 
Colson quotes Nixon as replying, ‘What 
do you think we ought to do?’ Colson’s 
answer: ’I’ll see what I can find out.’” 
Time said that by February Colson 
learned of payments to the original 
Watergate defendants that allegedly 
were approved by former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell. 
“ Colson promptly warned the 
President that these payoffs were 
taking place,” Time said. “Nixon’s 
alleged reply: ‘What do you mean? 
Mitchell says he’s innocent.’” 
The magazine’s account said Colson 
told HR. Ha I deman, then-White House 
chief of staff, that Mitchell must come 
forward and accept blame for the 
payoffs. 
“Haldeman answered: ‘If Mitchell 
goes, he’s going to take you with him,’” 
said Time. 
Time also said that Colson told in­ 
vestigators he discussed executive 
clemency with Nixon for convicted 
Watergate conspirator E. Howard Hunt 
after Hunt’s wife was killed in a Chi­ 
cago plane crash in December 1972, but 
the magazine said it could not be 
learned if Colson contended Nixon 
approved the clemency.

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — Charles 
Evers, civil rights leader and mayor of 
Fayette, Miss., says he could support 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace for 
vice president. 
Evers said his opinion of Wallace, 
once known for his segregationist 
stand, has changed in recent years 
“because the man is changing.” 
The brother of slain civil right leader 
Medger Evers said Sunday his support 
of a Democratic party ticket which 
included Wallace would hinge on the 
presidential nominee. 
He said he could vote for him on a 
ticket with Sen. Edward Kennedy or 
Sen. Walter Mondale but had reser­ 
vations “about a ticket with Wallace 
and someone like Sen. Henry Jackson.”

The second part of a two-step ll per 
cent Social Security increase approved 
by Congress last year goes into effect 
this month, and beneficiaries will 
realize this additional amount in their 
Ju ly checks. 
TTiis boost is one of several Congress 
has approved recently to ensure that 
our senior citizens relying on these 
checks w ill be able to keep pace with 
the ever growing cost-of-living. In just 
the last five years, in fact, Congress 
has increased Social Security benefits 
by more than 60 per cent. In addition, 
future 
increases 
w ill 
be 
tied 
autom atically to the cost-of-living 
jumps, and since we have yet to stop 
inflation, there are certain to be ad­ 
ditional Social Security raises in the 
future. 


ALTHOUGH this escalator clause 
provides a much needed measure of 
financial protection to recipients, it is 
also beginning to raise some serious 
questions about the future of the Social 
Security system. Specifically, where 
are we going to get the money to keep 
this program going without upping 
Social Security taxes to untenable 
rates? There is even some question as 
to whether raising taxes this way would 
actually 
help. 
Changes 
in 
the 
population indicate that more and more 
Americans are living beyond the age of 
65 when they may qualify for benefits 
while the number of people in the work 
force 
paying 
into 
the 
system 
is 
declining as the country’s birth rate 
stadily drops off. 
A recent study released by the Social 
Security Administration indicates that 
because of this imbalance, the cost of 
Social 
Security 
would 
outstrip 
scheduled tax receipts by an average of 
almost three per cent for the next 75 
years. More critical analysts of the 
Social Security system contend that the 
trust fund is already on the brink of 
bankruptcy. It now stands at $36.5 
billion, an amount they say would only 
be sufficient to guarantee benefits for a 
little over ten and half months. They 
also point out that a fund of more than 
$600 
billion 
would 
be 
needed 
to 
guarantee present Social Security 
promises. Furthermore, the current 
payroll set up necessitates that today’s 
taxes do not go into a trust fund, they

That charts the whole Social 
Security system on a collision course 
with disaster unless some m ajor 
revisions are introduced into the 
funding process. 
The Social Security system could also 
stand some revisions in other areas as 
well. For years, I have been trying to 
eleiminate some of the offset provisions 
which 
cut 
benefits because 
the 
recipient receives some other type of 
pension or retirement income. This has 
particularly affected those on veterans 
pensions in recent years, and it should 
be corrected. In addition, the earnings 
lim itation is u n realistically low, 
depriving many able and willing senior 
citizens of hard earned benefits simply 
because they want to continue being 
productive and useful members of the 
work force. 


IN E Q U IT IE S also exist in the way 
payroll taxes are levied, hitting the 
poorest and least able to pay the most. 
It is also a fact that Social Security 
pays different benefits to people who 
have paid the same tax and, in some 
cases, no benefits to others who have 
paid thousands of dollars. 
Social Security has been with us for 
over 40 years. Things have changed 
during that time and even the least 
gruesome statistics on its funding 
system provide convincing evidence 
that reforms are definitely needed. 
Although 
the 
Social 
Security 
Administration says predicted trust 
fund 
deficits 
will 
not 
affect 
the 
program’s financing until 1980, it is not 
too early for Congress to begin in­ 
vestigating w ays to correct this 
dangerous problem. Tax measures 
such as Social Security are generally 
incredibly complex and often highly 
controversial. They also take a con­ 
siderable amount of time to formulate 
the most equitable and effective ones. 
Our 
Social 
Security program 
has 
served us well, but changes must be 
made to keep it going. Congress ought 
to start now before it will be too late.

Wednesday for Egypt on the first stop 
of a five-nation Middle East tour. 
The talks also touched on European 
matters, presidential spokesman 
Ronald Ziegler said, particularly the 
European security conference that 
includes Russia and other eastern Eu­ 
ropean nations. 
Ziegler raised the possibility that 
Nixon will hold a summit meeting with 
Western European leaders before he 
gets to Moscow. 
A final determination probably will 
depend on whether a new declaration of 
principles for the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization is initialed by NATO 
foreign ministers in Canada later this 
month. 


Ziegler also defended Nixon against 
criticism by Sen.

Drought, disease hurt 
nation's wheat harvest 


WASHINGTON (A P)- Drought and 
disease have reduced the nation’s 
expected harvest of winter wheat, a 
crop which normally provides three- 
fourths of the nation’s consumer bread 
grain. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Monday that winter wheat prospects 
declined 5 per cent last month. As of 
June I, production for 1974 was 
estimated at 1.53 billion bushels, the 
Crop Reporting Board said. 
Although it would still be a record 
crop, the new estimate was down 81 
million bushels from the government’s 
forecast one month earlier. It means 
less wheat will be on tap for U.S. 
consumers and foreign customers than 
thought previously. 
Officials said most of the decline 
during the month occurred in the 
Pentagon jargon guidebook

WASHINGTON (AP) — The KISS 
principle, according to a new Army 
staff officer’s guidebook, means “keep 
it simple, stupid.” 
This bit of advice is among hundreds 
of terms in a glossary intended to help 
an officer freshly assigned to the 
Pentagon understand some of the jar­ 
gon he’ll hear around the building. 
The glossary is included in a 125-page 
paperback guidebook stocked with 
information on staff procedures, 
sample forms, telephone numbers, and 
personal services available during a 
duty tour in the “puzzle 0*lace” (i.e., 
the Pentagon). 
When a new staff officer is told he is 
to attend a “dog and pony show,” he 
need only flip to page 81 and find that is 
“a briefing which uses a number of 
viewgraph slides, flip charts, or other 
training aids.” 
If someone tells him his staff paper is 
“flaky,” he will know it “contains 
conclusions and recommendations that 
will not hold up under hard analysis.” 
His boss may criticize his paper’s 
“fog index” as too high, in which case 
he will look for ways to make its 
wording less obscure and more 
readable.” 


Once he gets his boss’ okay, he will 
have to scurry around and try to per­ 
suade all the interested agencies to 
“read off the same sheet of music” (get 
them coordinated into a common 
position). 
In the course of this bureaucratic 
exercise, he may find that the final 
wording of his staff paper amounts to a 
“waffle” (the “intentional or unin­ 
tentional use of phraseology which 
skirts the issue”). 
Above all, he will try to avoid a 
“glitch” (error) or to minimize 
“heartburn” (serious disagreement). 
He may find himself greeted by 
fellow officers affectionately as a 
“cannon cocker” (if he is an artillery 
man) or referred to somewhat 
disdainfully as a “muddy boots” (if he 
came from the infantry). 
lf he is ambitious to become a 
general some day, he’ll want to be 
known as a “water walker” (or, as the 
guidebook puts it, “an officer with a 
singularly 
outstanding 
military 
record; usually an officer who has been 
selected for one or more early 
promotions”).

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee, driving to 
complete its impeachment inquiry by 
July 15, is resisting Republican mem­ 
bers’ demands that it decide now 
whether to call key Watergate wit­ 
nesses. 
It also is refusing to get into an 
argument with President Nixon over its 
right to subpoena White House tapes, 
ignoring his latest rebuff and making 
plans to issue a new subpoena. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., said after a meeting of committee 
Democrats on Monday that it was 
“important and urgent” that the 
committee meet its July 15 deadline for 
recommending to the House whether 
Nixon should be impeached. 
If necessary, the House leadership 
wants an impeachment vote by the full 
House in late July or early August. 
The Democratic caucus followed a 
similar meeting of the Republican 


members, who agreed unanimously to 
send Rodino a letter demanding the 
question about witnesses be settled this 
week. 
Rodino has insisted that the 
presentation of all documentary 
evidence gathered in the inquiry be 
completed first. 
The presentation, which continues in 
closed session today, is due to end June 
19 or 20. 


As for witnesses, Rodino has in­ 
dicated the number the committee is 
likely to call will be limited. 
Charles W. Colson, former White 
Hoise counsel who has agreed to testify 
in pending Watergate trials, is the only 
potential witness in which the 
Democrats seem interested.

southern Great Plains. Kansas, which 
normally produces the largest harvest, 
was estimated at 384.2 million bushels. 
That was down 22.6 million bushels, or 6 
per cent from the May estimate. 
The board said “lack of moisture and 
disease” contributed to the decline of 
the crop in Kansas and elsewhere. 
Despite the drought since May, the 
new winter wheat estimate still could 
be a record, up 21 per cent from 1973 
output as farmers—responding to high­ 
er prices—stepped up planting sharply. 
The crop, however, is sorely needed to 
replenish dwindling U.S. stockpiles, 
which are the smallest in 27 years. 
But Kansas wheat authorities say the 
state crop estimate by the USDA is still 
too high and that it is more likely to 
total around 300 million bushels, some 
84 million fewer than USDA predicted 
Monday. 
Colorado and Oklahoma also shared 
greatly in winter wheat declines last 
month. Altogether the three states 
accounted for about three-fourths of the 
81 million-bushel decline from May I to 
June I. 
Meanwhile, according to USDA, the 
reserve of old-crop wheat on July I will 
dip to 170 million bushels, the lowest 
level since 1947. Huge export demands 
have accounted for the shrinkage. Out 
of a then-record crop last year of 1.7 
billion bushels, the most recent USDA 
figures show some 1.2 billion were 
expected. 
Thus, observing the decline in U.S. 
wheat reserves, the shrinkage of 81 
million bushels in winter wheat 
prospects 
from 
last 
month 
is 
significant. But perhaps more im­ 
portant will be the forecast in July 
which will show how much USDA ex­ 
pects 1974 production of spring-planted 
wheat to be. 
Officials have projected, strictly on 
probability, that the spring wheat crop 
will yield 560 million bushels. But 
Monday’s report indicated farmers on 
June I were far behind in spring 
planting, raising questions that spring 
wheat output will reach the projected 
mark. 
If it does, total wheat production this 
year still could be more than 2 billion 
bushels and supply more than enough 
for domestic use and expected exports 
in the year beginning July I.

There will be no aluminum 
penny, according to Mrs. Mary Brooks, 
mint director, and the 62 billion pennies 
produced during the past 15 years have 
no numismatic value and because of 
the huge mintage they will never attain 
great value. . . 
It is estimated that 30 billion pennies 
are in circulation, doing the job for

tended. . . Somewhere in this vast 
country of ours, however, in excess of

hiding. . . These are the pennies the 
Treasury Department is looking 
for. . . They are in dresser drawers, 
shoe boxes, pickle jars; most anyplace 
you can think of that will get them out 
of pocket and out of sight. . .

Mrs. Brooks explained that for the 
mint to be forced to continue increasing 
its penny production to meet the 
current extraordinary demand is 
wasteful. . .

The current price and supply of 
copper allows the mint to continue 
production and distribution of the 
copper-bearing cent. . . During the 
past 15 years, the mint has pumped out 
over 62 billion pennies using some 
202,000 tons of copper. . .

WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
judge today severed the conspiracy 
trial of John D. Ehrlichman from that 
of three other defendants in the Ells- 
berg break-in case. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. 
Gesell said President Nixon’s refusal to 
allow Ehrlichman and his lawyers 
access to the files he needs for his de­ 
fense “makes it impossible for the 
court to do its duty” to conduct a fair 
trial. 
James D. St. Clair, President Nixon’s 
chief Watergate lawyer, told Gesell on 
Monday that the President still 
reserved the final say over what 
materials from Ehrlichman’s own files 
the former domestic aide could use. 
“The proposal is unacceptable,” 
Gesell said, “It denies him the right of 
counsel.” 
Gesell has said that he, not Nixon, 
would be the final judge of what 
material could be admitted as evidence 
at Ehrlichman’s trial. 
Gesell had threatened to dismiss the 
case against Ehrlichman entirely 
unless Nixon agreed to release the 
material sought by Ehrlichman for his 
defense. 
Instead he severed Ehrlichman’s 
case and said Ehrlichman would be 
tried later. 
The other three defendants go on trial 
Monday. 
The three who will be tried Monday 


are G. Gordon Liddy, Bernard L. 
Barker and Eugenio Martinez, who 
were convicted previously in con­ 
nection with the Watergate break-in. 
Ehrlichman, Liddy, Barker and 
Martinez are charged with conspiracy 
to violate the 
rights of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, Dr. Lewis 
Fielding, by sending White House 
agents into Fielding’s office. 
Ehrlichman is also charged with 
three counts of lying to a grand jury 
and one of lying to the FBI. 
There was no indication when 
Ehrlichman will go to trial. 
Also pending before Gesell was a 
motion to find in contempt “those 
persons in possession or control of the 
documents called for in the subpoena,” 
filed by Ehrlichman’s lawyer. 
If granted, that motion could lead to 
another hearing ordering the President 
and others to show cause why they 
should not be held in contempt. 
When White House lawyer James D. 
St. Clair told Gesell last week that the 
President would retain final say over 
what White House material could be 
used for trial, Gesell said angrily: 
“It seems to me that it is dismissal 
which the President’s action would 
seem to be pointing towards in­ 
tentionally.” 
But he added: “It is a course I should 
not follow until I have exhausted all 
other possible opportunities.” 
Nixon's hair easy to cut, 
but Kissinger's a problem 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s hair is easy to cut, but Henry A. 
Kissinger’s? 
It’s a problem because ifs so curly, 
their barber confided. “First I have to 
shampoo it, then cut it with scissors. 
Then I use a razor to blend the hair, and 
the hot air blower to dry and style it. 
“That gives it a curly but smooth 
look. There, look how smooth it looks in 
the photograph.” 
Milton Pitts, who has been clipping 
the presidential hair for four and a half 
years, pointed to a photograph of Nixon 
with his secretary of state. “I gave 
them both haircuts yesterday.” 
Nixon’s haircuts—once a week, 
“•never any longer than IO days”—take 
about 20 minutes. During that time the 
President is quite congenial, Pitts says, 
and “talks to me quite a bit, but usually 
in generalities and never about poli­ 
tics.” 
From his vantage point, Pitts sees no 
physical change in the President 


despite the rigors of his office and the 
troubles of his administration. 
“I’ve never seen a person under the 
pressure he’s under so relaxed,” he 
said. “I see no change in the 
President.” 
Pitts spends each Tuesday and 
'Riursday manning the one chair 
barbershop in the White House West 
Wing, trimming, clipping and styling 
the hair of the President, Cabinet 
members and top White House aides. 
Pitts, a 58-year-old native of 
Greenville, S.C., also runs a barber 
shop in the Sheraton-Carlton Hotel a 
few blocks from the White House. He 
charges $4 for a straight haircut and 
$8.50 for the kind of hair styling he does 
on Nixon and Kissinger. 
He is on call at all other times if the 
President suddenly decides to get a 
haircut, Pitts said. 
“When I read about some of the 
people that are in trouble, I’m quite 
surprised,” Pitts said. “They were all 
such nice people.” 


Claim Russia ahead 
in atom technology 


WASHINGTON — Soviet research 
and not spying has boosted Russia 
ahead of the United States in the 
nuclear arm s race, the m an commonly 
regarded as the father of the hydrogen 
bomb has told a Senate Committee. 
D r. 
E dw ard T eller 
used 
this 
testimony Monday to argue for an end 
to most secrecy surrounding nuclear 
technology. He said secrecy impedes 
the work of American scientists and 
fails to halt Russian nuclear progress. 
The Soviets, Teller told the Senate 
Government Operations Committee, 
“are moving ahead at a rapid rate 
while we are practically standing still. 
There is no doubt, Russia is No. I,” he 
said. 
Teller said he believes word of any 
m ajor scientific breakthrough in the 
United States will reach the Soviet 
Union in a year or less. 
“The number of people to whom the 
main lines of relevant information 
about nuclear weapons is available is 
probably between 100,000 and one 
million,” Teller said. 
“Under these conditions one must 
accept the conclusion that nuclear 
secrets, as a general rule, are secrets 
in name only,” he said. 
Teller proposed th at Congress 


legislate declassification of most basic 
scientific information immediately and 
create a two-year classification for 
some details. 
Little information deserves to be held 
longer or more securely, Teller said.

While novel ideas and plans for such 
weapons can be classified for the two- 
year period, he said, “the general ideas 
concerning nuclear weapons should be 
made available to the public.” 
Teller said he has concluded reluc­ 
tantly that scientific intelligence in­ 
form ation on Soviet achievem ents 
should be withheld from publication 
even though its release would inform 
the public as to “the great strength of 
Russia’s military information.” 
Publication, he said, likely would 
cause the sources of the information to 
be discovered and shut off. Secrecy, 
Teller said, gives a false feeling of 
safety and permits people to avoid the 
hard decisions that they would have to 
face if all the facts were out in the open.

New York City reportedly is close to 
approving a contract with Control 
Systems, Inc., of Cincinnati for annual 
disposal of 624,000 tons of compacted 
Disaster aid 
law faces 
opening test 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For the first 
time, people who lost a car or a roof in a 
natural disaster may apply to the 
federal government for a grant of mon­ 
ey they won’t have to repay. 
The weekend tornadoes and floods in 
the Midwest will provide a test of the 
Federal Disaster Relief Act of 1974, 
which went into effect last month. 
Under it, a traveling salesmen could 
ask for up to $5,000 to replace his car 
and get him back on the road, or a 
family might seek a $2,500 minigrant to 
patch its roofs. 
The $2,500 grants are available to 
individuals who need funds quickly for 
home repairs. 
Some minigrants would be available 
within two weeks after an application is 
submitted, but three to four weeks 
would be needed in most cases, a 
spokesman said. 
The grants generally are available 
only after a storm victim has applied 
for a loan, but can be awarded in ad­ 
dition to the loan, she added. 
Criteria for receiving the grants 
include a victim’s financial status and 
the extent of damage. 
This new program is one of a number 
of assistance programs available to 
individuals ranging up to $50,000 in 
Small Business Administration loans 
for major construction, she said. 
“One-stop” centers are being set up 
throughout 
M innesota, 
M issouri, 
Illinois, Oklahoma and portions of 
Kansas area that President Nixon 
declared disaster areas on Monday. 
The new act is being applied retro­ 
actively to all but Oklahoma. 
These centers will permit the storm 
victim to apply for assistance without 
visiting various agencies throughout a 
city. 
One program could be used to pay a 
family’s rent for up to one year if it 
cannot find suitable replacem ent 
housing. 
Under the Family and Individual 
Grant Program, up to $5,000 can be 
provided for medical needs and other 
requirements brought on by the dis­ 
aster. Individual states must join this 
program , paying 25 per cent of the cost. 
Grants are available under certain 
conditions to help farmers, and cities 
can seek federal funds to repair or 
replace roads and other municipal 
facilities. 
Osteopaths 
on increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
— The 
president of the American Osteopathic 
Association says the m ajority of 
general practicioners in this country 20 
years from now will be doctors of 
osteopathy (DOs) rather than MDS if 
planned DO medical schools open. 
Dr. John C. Taylor of Kansas City, 
Mo., told delegates to the association’s 
annual meeting here Monday that such 
schools will start in the next few years 
in Florida, Ohio, New York and New 
England. 
There are now seven DO schools in 
the nation and new ones will open this 
fall in West Virginia and Oklahoma, he 
said. 
While DOS represent only 5 per cent 
of the physician population today, 
Taylor said, they are general prac­ 
titioners to an estimated 25 million 
Americans. 
“ The reason DOs provide this 
disproportionate amount of general 
practice care is that 75 per cent of our 
profession is in general practice,” he 
said. 
“For the first time in our 100-year 
history, we can state unequivocally 
that our profession is on full parity with 
allopathic (MD) medicine in every one 
of the 50 states,” Taylor declared.

Day said the compaction system 
reduces 2,700 pounds of household 
wastes into an odorless block three feet 
by three feet by four feet, and hard 
enough to be transported and used as 
landfill. 
“It’s awfully hard for people to talk 
about things they don’t know about, but 
when you look at the ravaged strip 
m ine 
a re a s of 
Ohio 
that 
need 
reclamation, there should be no reason 
for concern,” Scott said. 
“It’s land reclamation, that’s what it 
is, and you’ll t a able to harvest this 
ground,” he said. 
The Environmental Action Coalition, 
Inc., of New York last week criticized 
the rail hauling of New York garbage to 
Ohio because it felt burying the wastes 
is a poor example of resource recovery. 
K aren Dum ont, director of the 
coalition, said that while strip mines 
are a blight on the landscape, “using 
them as garbage disposal sites is not a 
feasible solution. 
“Landfill areas are notorious for the 
pollution of nearby waterways and 
water tables, as well as the creation of 
methane gas which renders the land 
unuseable until the gas is thoroughly 
dispersed,” she said. 
Day said the Ohio EPA also would 
prefer a better resource recovery plan 
than simply burying garbage. 
“If they get the contract, I’m sure 
we’ll be breathing down their neck and 
watching the operation,” he said. 
Rumor quits; 
Italy plunged 
into crisis 


ROME (AP) — The resignation of 
Prem ier Mariano Rumor plunged Italy 
into a political vacuum today, com­ 
pounding the nation’s worst economic 
crisis since World War II. 
Rumor quit Monday night after the 
Socialist party, the No. 2 faction in his 
coalition government, and the trade 
unions refused to go along with his 
proposals for an austerity program of 
tight credit and higher taxes to stave 
off national bankruptcy. It was the sec­ 
ond center-left coalition headed by 
Rumor to collapse in ll months. 
Italy’s 36th government since World 
War II lasted only three months. 
President Giovanni Leone asked 
Rumor and his cabinet to continue in 
office as a caretaker regime until a new 
government is formed. The president 
was expected to start consultations 
with political leaders today in search of 
a new premier. 
The governm ent fell at Italy ’s 
darkest hour in its 28 years as a 
republic. Inflation is soaring at the rate 
of 20 per cent a year. The government’s 
foreign credit is exhausted. The lira 
has dropped 18 per cent in a year. The 
foreign trade deficit is more than a 
billion dollars a month. Crime is up, 
and political terrorism is plaguing the 
country. 
‘Italy is deeply sick,” said Transport 
Minister Luigi Preti, a Democratic 
Socialist. “ It is clear that this is the 
most serious of the government crises 
since the w ar.” 
With no party having a majority in 
Parliam ent and no majority possible 
w ithout the p articipation of the 
Christian Democrats, the largest and 
dominant party, Leone has few options. 
He could ask Rumor or another 
Christian Democrat to try to form 
another coalition with the Socialists. Or 
he could call for new elections, a 
prospect that doesn’t appeal to the 
Christian Democrats because of the 
beating they took in last month’s 
referendum on divorce.

Boy Scouts have 
own Watergate 


CHICAGO (AP) — The Boy Scouts of 
America faces charges by some paid 
staff members that it padded mem­ 
bership rolls and possibly cheated to 
gain additional federal money. 
“If we were in the business of 
covering it up, it could be the 
W atergate of the 
Boy Scouts,” 
responds Alden G. B arber, chief 
executive of the Boy Scouts. 
“Some of our people cheat— quite 
frankly” on membership rolls, Barber 
added. “While we always felt that 
scouting should expand and grow, we 
never condoned or encouraged less 
than ethical practices or conduct.” 
But Barber said Monday he hadn’t 
heard of possible cheating to gain 
federal funds until a two-part series 
that began Sunday in the Chicago 
Tribune. 
The problem apparently lies in the 
$65 million “Boypower 76” recruitment 
campaign that began in 1968 to add two 
million boys to scouting ranks by 1976. 
The program, designed to push total 
Scout membership to six million, is 
nearly two years behind schedule. 
Barber said some staff members 
apparently created fictitious members 
and troops to reach membership 
quotas. 
He said the organization has known 
about the abuses since August and that 
national Boy Scout headquarters in 
North Brunswick, N .J., has in­ 
vestigated IO local councils. He said 
disciplines? actions are expected 
shortly in three cities. He declined to 
name them. 
Barber said the number of phantom 
scouts isn’t known but that the cheating

professional organization. 
The Tribune said additional federal 
money was obtained through 
the 
padding procedures. 
The Tribune reported that some staff 
members said difficulties seem par­ 
ticularly critical in Chicago, home of 
the Boy Scouts’ largest council. Some 
Scout excutives estimated that only 
about 25 to 50 per cent of the city’s 
87,000 registered Scouts actually exist.

The first issue is rapidly disposed of 
as Kramer and the script pile on point 
after point to argue the trial was little 
more than a drumhead courtmartial, 
conducted in the battle-scarred city of 
Manila in an atmosphere of “grief, 
anger and the heavy residue of hate.’’ 
That Yamashita’s men committed 
atrocities and massacres against 
thousands of prisoners of war and 
civilians isn’t questioned. 
Whether he could have prevented 
them, had he known of them, is studied 
and covered in his largely unrebutted 
assertions of innocence. 
He emerges as a veritable saint, yet 
little question is made of his claim 
heavy U.S. military pressure severed 
his lines of communication and left him 
a demoralized army he could barely 
control. 
There was no evidence he knew of or 
ordered any atrocity, but the military 
tribunal that convicted him held he 
“failed to provide effective control of 
his troops as required by the cir­ 
cumstances.” 
The U.S. Supreme Court upheld the 
conviction, though not, as Kramer 
notes, without a strong dissent by 
Associate Justice Frank Murphy, who 
warned of “dangerous implications” in 
the decision. 
Indeed, Murphy added, “the fate of 
some future president of the United 
States and his chiefs of staff and 
military advisers may well have been 
sealed by this decision.”

Is there a presidential strategy? 


A nother View 


We often fall into the Platonic fallacy 
of assuming that because there is a 
question, there must be an answer. 
When I was last in Washington, for 
example, a big discussion was un­ 
derway as to who would succeed 
Senator J.W. Fulbright as chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. The smart money said that 
Senator William Proxmire (D., Wis.) 
would abandon his chairmanship of the 
Banking Committee and take over 
Foreign Relations. The thought of this 
has bankers all over the United States 
blanching, since Sparkman will be 
succeeded as chairman of Banking by 
Senator John Sparkman (D., Ala.) 
who has announced loud and clear over 
the years that sooner will a camel pass 
through the eye of a needle than a 
banker into the realm of righteousness. 
Indeed, the bankers rushed to help 
Sparkman in his last Alabama cam­ 
paign. and did their best to help 
Fulbright 
beat 
Dale 
Bumpers, 
Frankly, in my judgment, the bankers 
and Bill Proxmire deserve each other 
— it’s going to be real fun if they come 
eyeball to eyeball. That is, if Sparkman 
does plan to change committees. In my 
capacity as investigative reporter I 
decided to attempt to fathom Spark­ 
m an’s intentions. The answer I 
received from three close asociates of 
the Senator was that they couldn’t tell 
me. Not from secrecy, but because as 
far as they could determine Sparkman 
himself didn’t know what his plans 
were. 
But determining a course of action at 
Foreign Relations is beginner’s play 
compared to what goes on at the White 
House. Let us explore the fascinating 
question: Does President Nixon have a 
strategy for coping with Watergate? 
The more I watch the action, the more I 
am convinced that every morning the 
President wakes up and simply reacts 
to whatever has been served into his 
court. On divulging tapes, for example, 
first it was “He never,” then “Maybe 
some,” then back to “No more.” A 
strategic response would have been 
either to I) turn them all over right off 
the bat with a qualifying statement 
that this constituted no precedent; or 
2) burn them all the night before 
Alexander Butterfield testified to the 
Ervin committee and revealed their 
existence. 
Mr. Nixon, the renowned poker 
player, has, however, consistently 
been playing middle hands in a high- 
low game1S o n o w th e m j^ 
the 


non-definitive holding. It’s a simple 
matter of counting heads with the 
majority of a quorum (6) providing the 
answer. 
True, there can be divisions among 
the Justices on why they ruled as they 
did; the death penalty decision was a 
classic of this kind. But when it comes 
down to the straight answer — Yes or 
No — it makes no difference what 
routes the judges took. In other words, 
the Court majority could disagree 
among themselves on why Mr. Nixon 
has. or does not have, executive 
privilege. But, unless the Court takes a 
dive on the ground that this is a 
“political question,” a head count will 
answer the President’s query. 
However, recently—after first try­ 
ing to talk the Court out of using a jur­ 
isdictional shortcut to speed things 
up — the President and his spokesmen 
are hedging on whether he would ac­ 
cept an (undefined) “ definitive” 
judgment. This all begins to have an

What is more interesting is that, even

disqualifying himself from hearing any 
Watergate-related cases, four Justices 
were willing to grant certiorari and 
sidestep the Court of Appeals. By 
traditional criteria this would indicate 
the Court is willing to tackle the merits 
(although it should be noted that in the 
De Funis case involving reverse 
segregation, four Justices agreed to 
hear the argument and then a majority 
denied jurisdiction on the ground that 
the issue was moot). 
So the stall didn’t work. But instead 
of asking what the President’s strategy 
next entails, I am just wondering what 
bright idea he will wake up with on the 
day the Justices hand down their 
decision. A man who sent his lawyer, 
who had not heard the tapes, into a 
courtroom to argue they were 
irrelevant could come up with almost 
anything.

Ohio perspective 
State to look 
at own agencies?

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — It may be 
too late to come this year, but the 
General Assembly in the not-too- 
distant future probably will ask state 
government to take a close look at its 
bureaucratic self. 
A pair of proposals caught the at­ 
tention of more than a few lawmakers 
at the current session which is nearing 
adjournment. One came in late and the 
other failed to inspire enough members 
of the Senate Rules Committee to get it 
past that obstacle. 
Early in the year Sen. Paul R. Matia, 
R-25 Westlake, offered a bill creating 
yet another state commission to 
evaluate the more than 180 boards and 
commissions that help run 
the 
government. 
Matia said the purpose of the en­ 
visioned seven-member commission 
would be to eliminate agencies that 
were unnecessary to improve those 
remaining. Many have been added 
piecemeal over the years and, perhaps, 
no longer are needed, he said. 
The Westlake lawmaker’s bill moved 
promptly through the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee only to become 
stymied in the powerful Rules Com­ 
mittee, with little hope of getting out 
before 'adjournment.

Static isom etric exercises 
dangerous to som e people 


Kaplan said high blood pressure 
leads to heart diseases that kill 3,000 
persons a day in the United States, and 
the wrong kind of exercise may be 
responsible for a lot of those deaths. 


‘‘The kind of exercises you see ad­ 
vertised are the isometric type ... that 


make you look sexy and muscular. 
They may be good if you are a normal 
person, but can kill you if you have high 
blood pressure,” Kaplan said. 
“ It takes very little actual pressure 
against a fixed object to increase the 
blood pressure,” he said. “ A person 
with high blood pressure with very 


little effort can have his pressure in­ 
creased by 50 points and that is a 
dangerous thing.” 


DALLAS, Tex. (A P ) — Popular 
isometric exercises may slim many 
people, but they can bring death to 
those with high blood pressure, ac­ 
cording to two Texas doctors. 
The doctors emphasized that they 
were referring specifically to static 
exercise — tensing muscles against 
fixed objects — and not to dynamic 
exercise which includes jogging, swim­ 
ming, bicycling, rowing and rhythmic 
calistenics. 
The doctors, Jere H. M itchell and 
Norman M. Kaplan of the University of 
Texas Health Science Center at Dallas, 
presented their findings on exercise 
and high blood pressure Friday during 
a symposium sponsored by the 
University of Texas and the University 
of Oklahoma.

’White-collar crime' under fire

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Mention 
“white-collar crime” and you’re apt to 
evoke images of mild-mannered bank 
clerks skimming a few hundred dollars 
or office workers swiping company 
supplies. 
But state and federal officials have 
uncovered in Utah what they say is 
white-collar crime running into 
millions of dollars, and they’re filing 
charges in an attempt to halt it. 
At a time when 14 individuals and 
three companies were indicted, federal 
officials said the crackdown was just 
beginning. 
“When all criminal cases are finally 
completed, the Internal Revenue 
Service expects to have presented 
cases to the Department of Justice and 
the U.S. attomies’ offices for prose­ 
cution in excess of 60 individuals on 
various federal tax violations,” said C. 
Evan Wride, acting district director of 
the IRS in Utah. 
The IRS attack on white-collar crime 
in Utah is being made by a special team 
of investigators operating under the 
title of “Project Shell.” The name is 
derived from so-called shell cor­ 


porations' — publicly held, dormant 
companies with no assets or liabilities. 
Of 63,000 corporations listed by the 
secretary of state, roughly half are 
shells, an assistant secretary of state 
says. Promoters buy control of the 
dormant companies, sell their stock 
and make off with the money. 
Wride says one group acquired a 
company whose stock was worthless in 
late 1968, pumped questionable assets 
into it and managed to sell the stock for 
$13 a share. 
W. Jerry Ungricht, assistant Utah 
attorney general, was hired nearly 
three years ago to investigate 
securities problems. 
He says the state attorney general’s 
investigation into securities frauds 
“mushroomed to the point where we 
felt we needed federal assistance.” The 
federal Law Enforcement Planning 
Agency this month approved nearly 
$100,000 for a “ Economic Crime Unit” 
to help the state. 
Ungricht admits the state has been 
lax until recent years in policing 
securities transactions. He said the 
Uniform Securities Act, adopted in the 
early 1960s, is mainstay of state prose­ 
cutors.

Charles D. Brennan, agent-incharge 
of the Salt Lake City FBI office, said 
individuals are losing $5,000 to $50,000 
in stock swindles. 
He said fraudulent stock issued on 
Utah-based companies is turning up all 
over the country and in foreign coun­ 
tries.

MIAMI (AP)—Dade County sheriff’s 
deputies said Monday they had issued a 
nationwide alert for an ex-convict who 
killed a lonely old man who took him 
in and tried to give him a fresh start in 
life. 
Neighbors said George Kistler, 65, 
was a nice old man who had been lonely 
since his wife died of cancer in 1966. 
They added it was typical of Kistler 
to take in the ex-convict, Thomas W. 
Reau, 20, of Shelby, Ohio. 
Deputies said the neighbors began to 
get a bit uneasy when they saw the ex­ 
convict leave in Kistler’s car May 
24 and Kistler wasn’t seen around his 
apartment building after that. 
But it wasn’t until June 2 that 
deputies were called to Kistler’s 
apartment by neighbors who reported a 
foul smell in the building. 
The deputies said they found Kistler, 
65, lying in his kitchen. He had been 
beaten to death. 
It has been hot in Miami this spring, 
and deputies said the air conditioning 
system in the building had worked so 
hard that it took a long time for the 
body to decompose to the point where 
the neighbors noticed it. 
“We’ve started a nationwide search 
for Reau, and we are preparing the 
paperwork for the FBI to issue an 
unlawful flight warrant,” a sheriff’s 
department spokesman said Monday. 


“We really want to find this one.” 
Deputies said Reau was taken in by 
Kistler early in May. 
“ Mr. Kistler’s car was found 
abandoned in Beaver Falls, Pa,” the 
spokesman said. “We’re concentrating 
our search in Ohio and other Mid­ 
western areas where Reau worked as a 
laborer.” 
Deputies said Reau was released a 
few months ago from the Florida State 
Peniteniary, where he served 18 
months for possession and sale of mari­ 
juana. 
He also had a history of arrests on 
charges of grand larceny, burglary and 
resisting arrest with violence, officers 
said.

Credit explosion causes worries

NEW YORK (AP) - In the years 
from 1967 to 1973 there occurred what 
often is called an explosion of credit, 
amounting to $600 billion. And what are 
the projections for the next six years? 
Somewhere around $1.5 trillion. 
This is the amount that government, 
business and households are expected 
to need if other projections are to be 
fulfilled, mainly those that call for a 
continued expansion of the economy 
and an upgrading of the quality of life. 
Tremendous plans are on the agenda. 
Corporations hope to enlarge and 
make their plants more productive in 
order to reduce the shortages of goods.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ohio is one of 
six states getting less gasoline in June 
than in May, on the basis of average 
daily supplies, the Federal Energy 
Office said Monday. 
The FEO said it allocated Ohio 14.17 
million gallons of gasoline per day this 
month, a decline of 7.6 per cent from 
May. The allocation amounts to 94.9 per 
cent of supplies in June, 1972. 


The other states with smaller 
average daily supplies are Hawaii, 
Indiana, Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and New York. 
For Ohio, the daily supply for June 
puts it just above the national average 
of 94.8 per cent of 1972 levels. The 
nationwide gasoline supply for June is 
4.3 per rent higher than for May.

NHL speeds up 
hockey games 


MONTREAL (AP) - The NaUonal 
Hockey League passed sweeping 
changes Monday to speed up its hockey 
games, then put the theory into prac­ 
tice at the intraleague draft. 
It took just 25 minutes for the 16 
teams to conduct the draft, but the 
Buffalo Sabres’ mischievous (Jeneral 
Manager Punch Imlach found time to 
disrupt the activity by drafting a player 
who had been taken earlier in the 
proceedings. 
The California Seals opened the draft 
by selecting defenseman Jim Nellson 
from the New York Rangers. The 
Rangers, with the option (rf taking com­ 
pensation in cash or player personnel 
from the Seals, selected big forward 
Walt McKechnie. 
The deal had been reported coming 
last week. McKechnie would go to the 
Rangers, then be traded by New York 
to the Boston Bruins for center Derek 
Sanderson. 
The surprise came when Imlach 
selected McKechnie. His claim was 
disallowed by NHL President Qarence 
Campbell. 
“I was looking for the best hockey 
player available,” said Imlach. 
“McKechnie was the best player 
available at the time.” 
Imlach was upset because since the 
Rangers had already lost Neilson, 
McKechnie woiild automatically be 
protected in the NHL’s expansion draft 
Wednesday. In effect, die Rangers 
would then be protecting 19 players— 
one over the limit. 
Otherwise, there wasn’t much action. 
The New York Islanders selected Dave 
Fortier from the Stanley (Xip champion 
Philadelphia Flyers, the Vancover 
Clanucks took Jim Wiley from the 
Pittsburgh Penguins, the St. Louis 
Blues drafted Brian Ogilvie from the 
Chicago Black Hawks and the Detroit 
Red Wings (hrafted Ron Busniuk from 
the Buffalo Sabres. 


All the other clubs passed their 
choices. 
Changes were made to stiffen penalty 
times for various infractions, and in 
goalie equipment repairs and sub­ 
stitutions. 
Linesmen will be instructed to drop 
the pucks for faceoffs even if one 
center—after prior warning—is not 
suitably prepared for the faceoff. 
The league also said Boston Bruins 
defenseman Bobby Orr was the only 
unanimous selection to the NHL All- 
Star team. He was joined on the first 
team by Bruins center Phil Esposito, 
Boston right wing Ken Hodge, left wing 
Rick Martin of Buffalo, and defen­ 
seman Brad Park of the Rangers. 
Bernie Parent, the goaltender who led 
Philadelphia to the Stanley Cup, was 
the first team netminder. 
(3iicago Black Hawks goalie Tony 
Esposito led the second team, which 
included defensemen Bill White of 
Chicago and the now-retired Barry 
Ash bee of Philadelphia, Flyers center 
Bobby aarke, ri^ t wing Mickey 
Redmond of Detroit and left wing 
Wayne Cashman of the Bruins.

To 
lose 30 points is of little con­ 
sequence, but to lose 300 points 
is a matter of more serious

This deal occurred in a team 
match. At the first table, South 
got to six spades doubled on the 
sequence shown. 
West led a heart Declarer 
ruffed and played the ace of 


spades, West showing out The 
4-0 trump break appeared to be 
no more than a temporary in­ 
convenience, so South led a 
diamond to dummy, planning to 
take a trump finesse next. But 
East ruffed, returned a chib to 
West, and then ruffed another 
diamond to beat the contract 
two tricks—500 points. 
Six spades doubled was the 
contract at the second table 
also. Again West led a heart, 
which South ruffed, and again 
declarer played the ace of 
spades, West showing out 
But at this point declarer 
displayed unusual foresight He 
recognized that an immediate 
diamond lead was not urgent 
and, instead, he played a chib. 
As a result, he saved 300 
points. West won and led 
another heart, which declarer 
ruffed. A diamond lead to 
dummy permitted East to ruff, 
all right, but that was the end of 
the hand. South went down 200 
points at this table, instead of 
500 points. 
Not many declarers would 
have led a club at trick three to 
protect against the possibility of 
East's being void of diamonds. 
But the fact is that South had 
nothing to lose by the play, and 
something to gain if it turned 
out that East had no diamonds. 
After all, 300 points are not to be 
sneezed at.

When Talwin was first in­ 
troduced as a pain killer, it was 
quickly recognized as being 
remarkably effective. 
As frequently occurs, it takes 
a considerable amount of trial 
and use to learn all of the side 
effects of a new drug. 
It has been found that this 
excellent drug can cause a 
dependence 
that 
closely 
resembles a form of addiction. 
It is for this very reason that 
Talwin and similar drugs are 
never prescribed for long 
periods of time without the 
complete control and super­ 
vision of the doctor.

Our 
doctor suggested that I feed my 
5-year-old son apples for his 
constipation problem. When our 
regular doctor went on vacation 
his substitute doctor said,

to emphasize the unnecessary 
urgency you feel about a 
relatively insignificant 
problem.

Children readily reflect a 
parent's anxiety on this subject 
This alone could perpetuate the 
problem. 
I believe that whether or not 
your boy eats apples is not 
nearly as important as your 
relaxing about the problem.

Are there any adverse 
medical effects from pipe 
smoking? I don't inhale.

The toxic effects of pipe 
tobacco seem to be less than 
cigarettes. 
Even if we were to disregard 
these toxic symptoms, there 
still is an adverse effect on the 
lungs caused by the smoke it­ 
self. 
Smoke is a pollutant and as 
such must affect the free and 
easy exchange of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide in the lungs. 
Public health officials warn 
that all smoke from tobacco 
can, over a long period of time, 
be hazardous not only to the 
smoker but to those who are 
exposed to it.

Report Colson 
told Nixon 
of payoffs 


NEW YORK (AP) - Time magazine 
says ex-White House aide Charles W. 
Colson told Watergate investigators he 
warned President Nixon about the 
Watergate cover-up two months before 
Nixon says he found out about it. 
Quoting “knowledgeable people close 
to Colson," the magazine said in its 
latest issue that Colson has told the 
investigators he talked of the cover-up 
with the President in January and 
February of 1973. 
Nixon has said he learned on March 
21, 1973, of attempts to cover up the 
break-in from former White House 
counsel John W. Dean III. 
Colson pleaded guilty last week to 
obstruction of justice in connection 
with the burglary of the Los Angeles 
office of Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
According to Time, in January 
Colson “told the President: 'Something 
is going on here that is very wrong. 
There’s got to be an investigation.' 
Colson quotes Nixon as replying, ‘What 
do you think we ought to do?’ Colson’s 
answer: ’1*11 see what I can find out.’” 
Time said that by February Colson 
learned of payments to the original 
Watergate defendants that allegedly 
were approved by former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell. 
“ Colson promptly warned the 
President that these payoffs were 
taking place,” Time said. “Nixon’s 
alleged reply: 'What do you mean? 
Mitchell says he’s innocent.”' 
The magazine’s account said Colson 
told H.R. Haldeman, then-White House 
chief of staff, that Mitchell must come 
forward and accept blame for the 
payoffs. 
“Haldeman answered: 'If Mitchell 
goes, he’s going to take you with him,’" 
said Time. 
Time also said that Colson told in­ 
vestigators he discussed executive 
clemency with Nixon for convicted 
Watergate conspirator E. Howard Hunt 
after Hunt's wife was killed in a Chi­ 
cago plane crash in December 1972, but 
the magazine said it could not be 
learned if Colson contended Nixon 
approved the clemency. 
Charles Evers 
backs Wallace

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — Charles 
Evers, civil rights leader and mayor of 
Fayette, Miss., says he could support 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace for 
vice president. 
Evers said his opinion of Wallace, 
once known for his segregationist 
stand, has changed in recent years 
“because the man is changing.” 
The brother of slain civil right leader 
Medger Evers said Sunday his support 
of a Democratic party ticket which 
included Wallace would hinge on the 
presidential nominee. 
He said he could vote for him on a 
ticket with Sen. Edward Kennedy or 
Sen. Walter Mondale but had reser­ 
vations “about a ticket with Wallace 
and someone like Sen. Henry Jackson.”

Council met Monday to select com­ 
mittee chairmen and discuss the 
problems and progress of several of the 
committees.

The speaker for the evening was 
George C. Smith, Franklin County 
prosecuting attorney and a candidate 
for the office of Ohio Attorney General. 
Smith addressed the audience on 


“Consumer Fraud Protection.” He 
noted that Franklin County is one of 15 
counties which currently maintains a 
consumer fraud unit, the main purpose 
of which is to ferret out and prosecute 
those individuals who are engaged in 
swindling the public. 


Smith said that fraud is common in 
such areas as home improvement, 
insurance, planned vacation trips, and 
animal sales. 
Before closing, Smith added that it is 
possible for smaller counties such as 
Fayette to receive assistance from 
Franklin County’s unit when there is 
evidence of consumer fraud in the area.

MASSILLON, Ohio (A P )- Nine 
persons were reported injured Monday 
night in a disturbance at the Ohio Youth 
Commission’s Indian River School, 
south of Massillon.

The second part of a two-step ll per 
cent Social Security increase approved 
by Congress last year goes into effect 
this month, and beneficiaries will 
realize this additional amount in their 
July checks. 
This boost is one of several Congress 
has approved recently to ensure that 
our senior citizens relying on these 
checks will be able to keep pace with 
the ever growing cost-of-living. In just 
the last five years, in fact, Congress 
has increased Social Security benefits 
by more than 60 per cent. In addition, 
future 
increases 
will 
be 
tied 
automatically to the cost-of-living 
jumps, and since we have yet to stop 
inflation, there are certain to be ad­ 
ditional Social Security raises in the 
future. 


ALTHOUGH this escalator clause 
provides a much needed measure of 
financial protection to recipients, it is 
also beginning to raise some serious 
questions about the future of the Social 
Security system. Specifically, where 
are we going to get the money to keep 
this program going without upping 
Social Security taxes to untenable 
rates? There is even some question as 
to whether raising taxes this way would 
actually 
help. 
Changes 
in 
the 
population indicate that more and more 
Americans are living beyond the age of 
65 when they may qualify for benefits 
while the number of people in the work 
force paying into the system is 
declining as the country’s birth rate 
stadily drops off. 
A recent study released by the Social 
Security Administration indicates that 
because of this imbalance, the cost of 
Social 
Security 
would 
outstrip 
scheduled tax receipts by an average of 
almost three per cent for the next 75 
years. More critical analysts of the 
Social Security system contend that the 
trust fund is’ already on the brink of 
bankruptcy. It now stands at $36.5 
billion, an amount they say would only 
be sufficient to guarantee benefits for a 
little over ten and half months. They 
also point out that a fund of more than 
$600 billion would be needed to 
guarantee present Social Security 
promises. Furthermore, the current 
payroll set up necessitates that today’s 
taxes do not go into a trust fund, they

must go directly to pay today’s 
benefits. That charts the whole Social 
Security system on a collision course 
with disaster unless some major 
revisions are introduced into the 
funding process. 
The Social Security system could also 
stand some revisions in other areas as 
well. For years, I have been trying to 
eleiminate some of the offset provisions 
which cut benefits because the 
recipient receives some other type of 
pension or retirement income. This has 
particularly affected those on veterans 
pensions in recent years, and it should 
be corrected. In addition, the earnings 
limitation is unrealistically low, 
depriving many able and willing senior 
citizens of hard earned benefits simply 
because they want to continue being 
productive and useful members of the 
work force. 


INEQUITIES also exist in the way 
payroll taxes are levied, hitting the 
poorest and least able to pay the most. 
It is also a fact that Social Security 
pays different benefits to people who 
have paid the same tax and, in some 
cases, no benefits to others who have 
paid thousands of dollars. 
Social Security has been with us for 
over 40 years. Things have changed 
during that time and even the least 
gruesome statistics on its funding 
system provide convincing evidence 
that reforms are definitely needed. 
Although 
the 
Social 
Security 
Administration says predicted trust 
fund deficits will not affect the 
program’s financing until 1980, it is not 
too early for Congress to begin in­ 
vestigating ways to correct this 
dangerous problem. Tax measures 
such as Social Security are generally 
incredibly complex and often highly 
controversial. They also take a con­ 
siderable amount of time to formulate 
the most equitable and effective ones. 
Our Social Security program has 
served us well, but changes must be 
made to keep it going. Congress ought 
to start now before it will be too late.
